TOWNS ARE BORN AGAIN. 


New 
and 
Strange 
Demands 
Have 
Swamped the Facilities of Munici­ 
palities Built on the Old Lines—A 
Proof of Virility, Not of Weakness.

A famous English landscape archi­ 
tect has just been summoned to Ii reeve 
to make a city plan for Athens. 
The 
explanation is that Athens has been 
experiencing that growth which in re­ 
cent years has been so marked a fea­ 
ture of city life throughout Hie world. 
She finds it ntAcssary to provide a m ­ 
pler facilities for her crowding traffic, 
new aud shorter avenues to tile sub­ 
urban 
residence 
districts 
that 
are 
growing up around tier, more and 
larger parks for a larger imputation, 
from w bom the growing city has been 
pushing the country farther and far 
thor away. 
Athens lias beeu brought face to 
face 
with 
tile 
common, 
worldwide 
problem. 
She could be no more ex­ 
empt from K than is the railroad june* 
lion on the prairie, the mining town of 
Wales, the clean industrial city of 
Germany. 
She lias had to send for 
the city planner, as Topeka lately did; 
as Calgary, Canada; as Houston, Tex., 
and as staid New Haven did. 
Everywhere the growing city has to 
meet the problem of readjustment. 
The boy 
putting on 
long 
trouser* 
takes thought as to his future aud is 
latter for doing so. 
it is equally well J 
and normal for the city to do these 
things, aud ail kinds of cities all over 
the world are doing it. 
So it has come about thut what Is 
called 
city 
planning 
has developed 
into one of those rare and epoch mark- j 
lug world movements tiiat are tho 
great milestones of history and Unit 
influence civilization. 
For hundreds ami hundreds of years 
cities had l*een cramped Inside of en- | 
compassing walls. 
The people were 
huddled 
together 
for 
defense, 
and 
growth of imputation meant an ever j 
closer crowding. There were no cleared 
spaces then for playgrounds and parks. 
Tile very streets were narrowed to the 
limit, many becoming no more than 
mere allis between the walls. This was 
ness I hie because the towns, helm? of 


such restricted area and doing almost 
no manufacturing, had very little ve- 
hlele t rn Hic. 
If a person rode any­ 
when* he went on horseback, but It. 
was i m I too far to walk wherever one 
Wanted to go. and tiler** was little 
freight to !*** transported 
Then very suddenly there came a se­ 
ries *if events that wen* dramatic In 
their cumulative efiV-t upon the city. 
The engirdling walls wore taken flown. 
and th** city could expand. At flu* same 
moment there were a development of 
manufacturing and a building of rail­ 
roads that brought into the cities a 
rush of population that fonts] expan­ 
sion 
and choked their streets wit Ii 
freight. 
The eitics had to expand, and the 
mere area they covered the greater, of 
course, became the us** *>f vehicular 
transportation, necessitating new street 
adjustments. The city boundaries were 
pushed farther and farther outward, 
and as fast as they went th** means of 
transportation Improved.

May Be Traced Back Five Thousand 
Years, to the Babylonian Era, as 
Explained by Students of 
the Past. 


The cross is so old that tho records 
of men do not go back to tile first one. 
Christianity took a very ancient sym­ 
bol and made it Christian, but nobody 
knows Just why. 
To understand all there ia to know 
about the cross we must go back four 
or five thousand years to astronomy 
and astrology as understood by the 
ancient Babylonians Under their clav 
tablets 
and 
stone 
monuments, 
and 
upon tho monuments of the Persians, 
the H ittites and every other ancient 
nation we find crosses of ail shapes 
and kinds 
Even the Egyptians deco­ 
rated their high priest when he was 
officiating In th© 
greatest 
of their 
temples with the fltrure of th© cross 
There must, therefore, be some great 
and universal significance In this sym­ 
bol or its use would not have been 
so widespread 
“ The Babylonians offer the clearest 
explanation of this symbol in their 
expression, 
"th© 
four ends 
of 
th© 
earth," which is also found in th© 
Bible. 
The 
people of Bible times 
knew that th© earth was round, for 
Isaiah speaks of the 
circle of the 
earth" and then of the 
ends of the 
earth ” 
This makes the conception 
plain that to the early Samites— for 
Babylonians and Hebrews 
were 
all 
Sem itic and th© Cuneiform and He­ 
brew languages have- many words In 
common- th© earth was round and 
h^d four ends or, as we put It today. 
"four points of th© compass.” 
If th© circle of the earth Is drawn 
and then bisected in either dire-ction 
by straight lines the perfect cross is 
made, 
thus 
symbolizing 
th© 
is hole 
earth. 
The early Babylonians went further, 
and in their polytheism established 
one of th© gods as ruler over each of 
these ends of the* earth, identifying 
god with one of the great planets, 
whose motion* they studied so care­ 
fully. 
Th© north was presided over 
by Norgal and th© planet which we 
call M ars 
The ©ast had Marduk and 
the planet Jupiter, th© south had Nm* 
lh arid the planet Saturn, w ilily ii*© 
west 
was ruhd by 
Nabu 
and 
his 
planet Mercury 
Th© names of th© 
stars were different In 
Babylonian, 
but the*y corr* speeded to the planets 
as we know 
them by these names. 
Th© north was identified with winter 
and midnight, th** east with morning 
and 
©ping. th© south 
with 
midday 
and gummer and the west with even­ 
ing and autumn 
Some of the Bah'Ionian inscriptions 
also show that th© four phases of th© 
moon were* indirat* d by th© cross 
Th© mystic quality of this symbol pen­ 
etrated th© life and literature of th© 
people because they held that the di­ 
rect influence of th© moon and stars 
upon the affairs of men was constant­ 
ly felt. 
Studying the Inscriptions on ancient 
tablets, monuments and howls, we find 
crosses of every shape, from th© swas­ 
tika to the* maltese, and even the Ro­ 
man cross with a prolonged lower 
part. 
It Is more than suggested that there 
is a direct connection between this 
fourfold division of earth and heav­ 
ens. as symbolized by the cross which 
stood for the complete whole and th© 
so-called Tetragramrnaton or four let­ 
tered name* for God of the Hebrews. 
This is the word rendered In English, 
Jehovah, 
or by 
advanced 
scholar*, 
Yahveh. 
Th© four consonants in the 
Hebrew ar© Y IIV H . the vowels not be­ 
ing reckoned as of any significance. 
It is now suggested that because of 
the monotheism of th© Hebrews, be 
lieving in one God and not In many, 
they used th© four consonants to indi­ 
cate the four ends of th© earth and 
heavens, and combining them into one 
word made that stand for th© cm© God
